eA EBERT, from Duke of Azſtria in

edin the Aﬀairs of Germany and [taly, did 
with much reluctancy conſent to his Ele&ien ) 
as alſo of the Roywans, He ſwayed the Scep- 
ter but two years, and was a notable Evidence 
of the inconftancy of the World in his ſudden 
Advancement and as ſpeedy Fall. He was 
Crowned at Alba, whence coming to Buds, the 
Germans took upon them the Civil adminiſtra- 
tion of the City, together with the placing of 
Officers, as more allied to him than the Huz- 
garians; and in maintainance of this their In- 
truſion, cauſed a Chief Noble man that toutly 
oppoſed them to be put to Death. This fo 
enraged the Hw#ngarians that they flew to 
their Arms , and killed all the Germans 
they met or could tell where to find them , 
which Bloody Fury laſted till a certain Monk 
prevailed them to ſurceaſe it. 

At this time the Twrks waſting Raſſiz, and 
having ſubdued Synderovia, George Bulchm the 
Deſpot of the Province, commiting the Guard 
of the Caſtle which was the Chief Refidence 
of his Government, to his two Sons, betook 
himſelf with his third Son Lazar for ſuccour 
and aid into Hungary, but Albert intent up- 
on his Covetouſneſſe ſuffered the two Princes

fers of the World , thereby declared his 

Majeſty and his Empire : Medals of Gold and 

Silver being at the ſame time thrown among 

the People.

Ceſar likewiſe had diſpatcht Eſerhaſims the 
Palatine of Hu»gary, with a ſtrong Army to 
poſſefſe himfelf of Tranſjlvama, but before 
his Arrival Rakoczs had (erled himſelf ; and by 
Stephen Bethlen the Governour of Dacia, pro 
hac vice, in an Irruption into Hungary, over- 
threw him and took ſeveral Cities ; the Sultan 
himſelf, while yet thePeace was in force betwixt 
him and the Emperor,of his own accord ſending 
10000, men to Erſekwyvaram to his aſſiltance, 
in teſtimony of his affeRion to, and approba- 
tion of Rakoczs, who waſted the Countrey on 
purpoſe to divert Efterhaſius ; wherefore the 
Emperour not willing to bring a greater War 
upon himſelf, by defigning npon others, pre- 
ſently acquieſced. : But this provocation deter- 
mined not ſo on the part of Rakeczi, whoſe of- 
fence thereat, the Swede by an Embaſſy to him, 
ſo aggravated ( finding the German War like 
to rett upon his own Gngle Shoulders) by other 
fetches of the common Cauſe of Religion , 
&c. that Rakoczs b{gan to arm, intending at 
once to be revenged of Ceſar, Fſterhaſins,and

There were here taken 
Priſoners, uſtapha Beg, the Baſſa of Apria, 
the Coll. Aga of the Janizaries, the Aga of 
Buda, and Aga of Lippa, the Brg of Waitzer 
was drowned, with many other men of note. 
For this defeat the grand Seienitor threatned to 
flea the Baſſa of Buda, if he did not preſently 
bring him Rakoczz's head, and forthwith Im- 
priſoned the Emperours and the French Kings 
Ambaſladours, 

In 1660. the Twrk ſent a greater Force then 
before, into Traxſy/vania. In the mean while 
Prince Rakoczs march'd with a conſiderable 
Force before Hermanſtad, and it came to a 
Bloody Encounter, wherein Rakgczs deported The Turks 
himſelf valiantly, killins 17 men with his own again de- 
hand; and ſo the /rfidels for That Bout wereftated at 
forced to quit the Field, andleave the Vitory _ 
to the Tran/plvanians, leaving likewiſe upon * 
the Place, 6 or 7000 Twrks, and T artars. 
Rakgcz S the perſuit received five wounds, 
and five dayes after this Fight ( Tune the fxth 
he was browhe to Great. oa where be ro Robe: 
parted this Life. ui. 

The fall of this Prince ballanced the Advan- 
tage of the TiQtory, and exceedingly animated 
the Turks, who preſſing more and more eagerly 
upon the Tranſylvamans, drove them every 
where to their ſtrong Holds : Whereupon Ge- 
neral Souches had Order from Vienna, to dray 
toward Tranſylvania, and make it g00d againſt 
the Turks ; and he forthwith march'd thither 

T4 with 
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with a conliderable Body, and poſſeſſed himſelf 
of ſeveral Holds. 

Fuly the 14 of the ſame year, the Twrk with 


100000 Men laid cloſe Siege to: Great-Wara-: 


din,which was ſtoutly defended by oneCollonel 
Ganude a Scotchman, the Governour of the 
Town. During the Siege , the Turk, ſent 
abroad ſtrong Parties to ſubdue ſmaller Towns, 
forcing the People unto ſeveral works, as the 
building of Bridges, and the Like, putting them 
to the Sword at laſt for their Reward : At one

which they carried away. 

On the 6 of «Auguſt, That brave Souldier 
and Governour Collonel Gawde was {lain by a 
ſhot, and (the Beſieged being left without any 
hope of Relief.) This ſtrong place ſurren- 
dred unto the Twrk, upon Accord ; being a 
paſlage into Tranſylvama, Hungary, and Po- 
land. 

After the death of Rakocz:, his Coufin Ra- 
dus being diſliked of by the Twrk, as unfit for. 
his deſigns , there ſtarted up one Barckay 2 
Greature of the T#rks, making himſelf Prince 
of Tranſyluama , whom the Twrk_ protected 
and ſupplyed with Forces, whereby he under- 
took to reduce ſeveral places,ſiding in pretence 
with General Souches (who well underſtood 
this violence of the Turks, to be a defign not 
only upon Tranſylvania, but alſo upon the Em- 
pire it ſelf,) and making larye promiſes under 


hand, 
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hand , that whatſoever he got by the Turk; 
Ayd, was meant for the good of the Emperor, 
to whom he intended a juſt and Honourable 
Reſtitution, reſerving only Waradin to remain 
under the Power of the Prince of Trranſyl- 
=Y » but the matter proved otherwiſe in the 
end. 

' Toward the end of this Year, a Blazing- 
Starre appeared with the Tayl toward Dalna- 
tia, and the Head toward Tranſylvania, which 
the enſuing Calamities portended fadly of the 
War, 

Soon after This, the Labolizz(h Peaſants Re- 
delled again the Chriſtiansin Tranſylvania, 
whom they partly put to the ſword, ſome they 
took Priſoners, and others they ſold to the 
Turk, the right Succeflour of Rakoczs was 
Remini Fanss (by many Tranſylvanians receiv- 
ed and entertained for ſuch) who was bitterly 
perſecuted by Barckay and the Turks. 

In 1661, Fans fought them at Thaſſabat, _ 
and made a great ſlaughter : but at latt, op- Remini 
preſſed with Numbers, he left Tranſjlvana, __ of 
and retreated to Tockay. And now it appeared} .x,cj 
that the Turks Buſinefſe was not to ſtop there, oppreſſed 
but to fall alſo upon Hungary, Whereupon his with nun- 
Imperial majeſty granted Commiſſions for the #5 
raifing of an Army, which was diſpatched 
part of it into Tranſylvania. In the Interim ; 

Count Nicholas Serini began to look to himſelf , 
and raiſed a ſtrong Fort on the Wall over 
avainſt ({aniſcha Naming it Serinſwar : getting 
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together a ſtrong Body of Croats, and other 
Nations, that lay heavy upon the Quarters 
thereabout : which the T#rks Romach'd not 2 
little, however they carried it fair at preſent, 
and a while they talk'd of nothing but Peace,but 
at laſt they brake out into high expreſſions, that 
they would have Serinſwar demoliſhed, Connt 
Serins puniſh'd, and Tranſylvama ſubjected to 
the Power of the Twrk, by way of Reparation, 
None of which followed; but the Chr:ſtians 
lookt upon it as every mans Intereſt to do his 
belt to defend himſelf againſt the Ambition and 
Outrages of This common Enemy ; and there 
being nothing now to be expeKed but a great 
TwrkiſhWarre, which was already begun by 
Parties ; —— entred npon the Bor. 


ders of Twrky , drawing toward Stwl-Werſſen- 


burg, and Offen : and they ſubdued Zaemock, 

Warda, Erzy, and Hirr : all theſe being 

inconſiderable Houſes , and Caflles , which 

= their Defenders were blown up , and 
red. 

While this was doino, the T arks oathered 
together a Mighty Army conſiſting of Aſfiatick,, 
eA frican, and European people. To this nu- 
merous Army, they had likewiſe provided an 
incredible proportion of Vituals, Ammunition, 
and Artillery. Neverthelefſe, ſeveral Treaties 
were ſet afoot, which the Tark ſo long inſiſted 
upon, till he had gained his End, and drawn a 
formidable Power into the Field, to break in 
upon the Chriſtians, who laboured as much as 
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to take ſmall notice of the Turks hoſtile 
preparations, The Army of the Chriſtians 
in Hungary coufiſted of 38000 German Sol- 
diers, who had the Twrkgs for their Open, and 
the Hungarians for their Private Enemies: (the 
Animoſaty being ſo great , that many times it 
came to Blowes betwixt the Germans and the 
Hangarians. ) Theſe Troups finding them- 
ſelves under many inconveniencies , partly 
from the Hungarians, who denyed accommo- 
dation to the Germans , and partly from Diſea- 
ſes arifing from the diſagreement of the Cli- 
mate , were much weakned and diminiſhed. 
Hungary is queſtionleſle a very brave Country, 
and abounds in Wine and other Fruits ; which 
taken to Excefſle, breed dangerous Surfeits, 
The Hungarians in their deportment are gene- 
rally Grave , and Modeſt, but being Afﬀronted 
by the Germans, and others not of their own 
Religion, they are Apt to Revenge , and hard 


tobe Reconciled. 


Toward the Month of Oftober , the Dutch

ſo that betwixt thoſe that dyed ; a Number that 
lay fick, and others that were carried out of the 
Country, it fell to a low Ebbe : and moreover;
